Hydro-Electric Autocracy. 


To the Editor of The Express :— 


Dear Sir,—That I have not been 
well during the past week is my 
excuse for ,a short letter and a far 
more condensed review than I had 
intended, of the powers which the 
Hydro Electric Power Commission 
has obtained from the Legislature. 
It is ,perhaps sufficient to show that 
the Commission has absolute  con- 
trol of every detail in connection 
with the supply and use of electri- 
city within the Province. The mu- 
nicipalities which supply the invest- 
ment, those who operate any electri- 
cal plant and the people who use 
and pay for the service are under 
the complete domination of the 
Commission, even as to rates, and 
this is so whether the service is in 
connection with Hydro organization 
or by private or municipal enter- 
prise. So far as I am aware there 
is only one class free of this auto- 
cratic control. This I will point 
out later. 

_As to the powers of 
8102 :‘— 

They are empowered 
gulatians as !to design, construction 
installation, protection, operation, 
and maintenance in connection with 
the use of electrical energy by any 
person and may impose penalties for 
the breach of any such regulations. 
The Commission may order any 
work to be done that, they choose, 
and cut off electrical supply until 
their orders are complied with. 

They niay, appoint inspectors to 
see that their orders are carried out 
and collect from the company, firm 
or individuals fees covering remun- 
eration travelling and other ex- 
penses of such inspector. This in- 
spector has full run of all lands, 
buildings or premises and any inter-

Big. Advance Began on Saturday and 
the French and English Have Re- 
conquered More Ground in Three 
Days Than Was Secured in First 
Hight Months of Somme Battles. 


LONDON, March 20.—Assisted vy 
cloudy weather, the Germans contin- 
ued their great withdrawal from the 
departments of Oise and Aisne, in 
France, Monday, evacuating approxi- 
mately 500 more square miles of ter- 
ritory along a front that has now ex- 
tended to 100 miles, The French 
troops advanced at some points to a 
depth of twelve more miles; the 
British to a depth of between two 
and eight miles, The important towns 
of Ham and Chauny, the entire Ail- 
lette-Soissons line, and twenty addi- 
tional villages fell into General Ni- 
velle’s hands, while the British sol- 
diers liberated forty more villages 
that had been crushed under the heel 
of the invader for two years. 

The latest French and _ British 
gains have been made altogether on 
uw front of a hundred miles or more, 


and the important towns of Ba- 
puwwne, Peronne, and Noyon, lying 
almost in a straight line runaing 


north and south, are in the hanus of 
the Entente allies. Between these 
lying somewhat to the westward, 
Roye, Nesle, and Chaulnes have been 
taken, ‘The French are moving in 
the direction of Ham, on the Somme 
River, while the British are continu- 


ing their advance eastward from 
both Bapaume and Peronne. 
The cavalry ot both Hritish and 


French is now active, Strong cav- 
alry squadrons have been in motion 
for several days past and have taken 
a prominent part in the operations, 
which probably accounts for the 
rapidity of the Anglo-French ad- 
vance, 

Although there is no actual know- 
ledge of the German plan of retreat, 
it is presumed in certain quarters 
that if the pressure of the French 
and British keeps up they will retire 
to the powerful line running from 
Lille to Laon,, and including the 
strongly-defensive positions at Cam- 
brai and St. Quentin, ‘These are all 
fortified cities, Laon .2ing a fortress 
of the tirst class, and the scene of 
many battles in previous wars. Even 
at tue present rate of progress § it 
would be several days probably be- 
fore the forces of the Allies 
confront these defences. 

In their latest operations the Brit- 
ish entered the German positions 
along a front of 45 miles to a depth 
of several miles up to ten miles in 
some places, and in addition to oc- 
cupying Bapaume, Nesle, Chaulnes, 
aud Peronne, took possession of more 
than 60 villages, gaining over 900 
square miles of French territory. 

The French gains were made in 
two distinct sectors, along a front of 
about 37 miles between the Avre and 
the Aisne. Their most important 
capture was the town of Noyon, a 
strategic point, which lies almost 
due south of Peronne. North of Sois- 
sons, which lies less than 20 miles 
to tne south-west of Laon, they oc- 
cupied the village of Crouy. Other 
villages were taken with the object 
of strengthening their new  posi- 
tions.

WILL HOLD BAGDAD. 


General Maude a Historic 


Proclamation. 


LONDON, March 20,—Major-Gen- 
eral Frederick Stanley Maude, com- 
mander of the British forces, who re- 
cently occupied Bagdad in Mesopo- 
tamia, has issued a proclamation to 
the people of the city, declaring that 
his armies have not come as conquer- 
ors, but as liberators. 

“Since the days of the Halacha,” 
says the proclamation, ‘your city and 
your lands have been subject to the 
tyranny of strangers; your palaces 
have fallen into ruins and your gar- 
dens have sunk in desolation. Your 
forefathers and yourselves have 
groaned in bondage. Your sons have 
not of 
your seeking; your wealth has 
stripped from you by unjust men and 
squandered in distant places, 

“Since the days of Midhat the 
Turks have talked of reforms. Yet 
do not the ruins and wastes of to-day 
testify to the vanity of those prom- 
ises?’’ 

The proclamation says that the 
British and the Bagdad merchants 
traded with profit and in mutual 
| friendship for two hundred years, 
while the Germans and Turks have 
despoiled them for twenty years and 
made Bagdad the centre of power 
from which to assail the power of 
Great Britain and her allies in Per- 
sia and Arabia.

HELPED IN OIL FIELDS. 








Drillers From Lambton County Were 
in Roumania. 

Oil drillers from Lambton County ' 
were in Roumania as oil drillers | 
from Lambton County are in all; 
Parts of the earth where wells have 
to be sunk. Two or three advance 
agents of the exodus of Canadian. 
oil drillers from Roumania have | 
already been heard from. Their 
story is a record of good work for 
the allies and of disappointment for | 
Germany in the oil fields of Rou- ; 
‘mania. | 
| Roumania’s 1915 production of oil | 
(was 12,000,000 barrels, value $30,-' 
000,000, at $2.50 per barrel. The. 
world’s ‘production of oil is 425,000,-. 
000. Roumania’s output of oil was’ 
8 per cent. of the world’s production | 
in 1915. Germany’s conquest of the | 
Roumanian oil fields was expected . 
to give the Teutons an immediate | 
supply of 1,000,000 barrels of oil per 
month from Roumania with the 
extra supply secured when Germany 
speeded up production. 

Oi! drillers from Lambton County 
report that the Roumanian produc- 
tion of oil will be absolutely nil 
until new wells are drilled. The Ca- 
nadian oil drillers worked with the 
British officers in the Roumanian 
oil fields. Their letters tell of the 
‘complete destruction of machinery 
and buildings in the Roumanian 
fields. As for the wells, a Canadian 
_ Bays: 

“Iron was dropped down the bore 
of every well and concrete poured in 
on top of the iron. When the drill 
gets through the concrete it strikes 
the iron. The drill will go round 
and round. It will be three years 
before the Roumanian oil fields are 
again on a producing basis.” 

Enquiry at the head office of the 
Imperial Oil Co. to-day did not bear 
out the theory that Germany could 
not sink new wells in the Roumunian 
oil fields in less than three years. 
| Reports of destruction are so com- 
plete as to make it certain that Ger- 
many cannot get oil without sinking 
new wells. The Roumanian oil 
fields oppose a hard formation to 
the drills and the authorities of the 
Imperial Ofl Co. state that six 
months is a minimum time for drill- 
ing a shallow well in Roumania and 
eighteen months a minimum time for 
the deeper wells. British engineers 
and Canadian oil drillers seem to 
have combined to disappoint Ger- 
many’s hopes of securing an imme- 
diate supply of oil from the Rou- 
Manian wells. 











An Echo of 1914. 


In its annual trade review The 
Monetary Times says: Prior to Au- 
gust, 1914, settkements at Montreal, 
Toronto, Winnipeg, Vancouver, Que- 
bec, Halifax, St. John, and Victoria

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POWER OF RADIUM 


It May Be the Force Destined to 
Destroy the World. 








TO DIE IN A BURST OF FLAME. 


This. Wonderful Element, It Is Claimed, 
Will First Emancipate Man and Then 
Later on Put an End to Him and All

If we place a thermometer into a 
phial containing a minute quantity of 
radium bromide it will indicate a tem. 
perature 2.7 degrees hotter than the 
temperature outside of the phial. 

What the temperature would be if we 
substituted radium for radium bromide 
we have no means of knowing, for sci- 
ence has not as yet produced pure ra- 
dium, although the lay world prefers 
to think so, Our closest approach to 
radium so far hag been radium bro- 
mide, which if pure consists roughly of 
three-fifths by weight of the element 
radium and two-fifths of the element 
bromine. 

Turning back to our thermometer, we 
alxo make the discovery that the heat 
radiated from our speck of radium 


' bromide does not grow less us the days 





and months~nay, years and centuries— 
roll by. The mysterious element con- 
tioues to furnish prodigious amounts of 
energy, with never a let up or ut least 
not until it has “worked” for 2,500 
years, this being the present calculated 
age of radium, 

Inu order to better comprehend what 
this means let us compare it with coal, 
This is what we find; 

According to Professur Soddy, a 
gram of pure radium evolves 133 cale- 
ries of heat au hour, In one year 
(8,760 hours) the same gram of radium 
evolves 1,160,000 calories, In 2,500 
years—the length of time radium will 
evolve energy—2.900,000,000 calories 
will be developed. Now, one gram of 
coal when burned evolves 2,200 net 
calorieg of beat.

Commercial radium salts are at pres 
ent obtained by working the Austrian 
pitchblende and lately from the Ameri 
can catnotite found in Colorado, Thess 
are practically the only commercial 
sources known touay.

Radium ema 
nations have been found in springs, in 
the air, in rocks, etc., and this has 
given rise to an extraordinary theory 
regarding the evolution of the worlds.

Here’s a Rich One For Snappy Winter 
' Weather. 


One cupful ground suet, one cupful 
breadcrumbs, one cupful flour, ene cup- 
ful sugar, one cupful seeded raisins, 
one cupful currants, one-half cupful 
finely cut citron, one-half cupful finely 
cut figs, one tablespoonful finely cut 
orange peel, one tablespoonful finety 
cut lemon peel, one-half teaspoonful 
ground cinnamon, one-half teaspoonful 
ground ginger, one-fourth teaspoonful 
ground cloves, one-fourth teaspoonful 
grated nutmeg, one-fourth teaspoon- 
ful ground mace, one tablespoon ful 
salt, one cupful grape juice or any 
fruit juice. Put the suet, breadcrumbs, 
flour, sugar, cinnamon, ginger, cloves, 
nutmeg, mace and salt into a bowl and 
mix thoroughly. Wash and dry the 
raisins and currants and then add 
the figs, the citron, orange and lemon 
peel; add one cupful water and the 
fruit juice and mix thoroughly. This 
should be a stiff dough. If there is 
not enough moisture add more water. 
Brush mold or kettle with a little mett- 
ed butter and put in the pudding. The 
mold shopld not be quite full. Boil 
four hours as soon as they are filled. 
These should be prepared a week 
ahead of time and cooked; then boil 
one hour before serving. You may add 
one-half cupful chopped and blanched 
almonds to this if desired. Serve hot 
with hard or lemon sauce.

“To make this hog catcher, take a piece 
of gas pipe about three feet long and 
slip into the end-«f it an iron handle 
of an old shovel f scoop, Usually a 
three-quarter inch gas pipe will tit an 
iron handle of this kind. Cut a‘hole 
about an inch long in the pipe six inch- 
es below the handle. Then take a piece. 
of wire, preferably a twisted clothes- 
line, as it is softer and more pliuble, 
and make a loop about six inches 
across in one end—a loop that will not 
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slip. Pass the other end into the lower 
end of the pipe and let it come out at 
the hole below the bandJe. Make an- 
other loop in the wire at this end so 
that when this upper loop is pulled up 
\even with the end of the handle the 
knot of the lower loop will be well up 
into the pipe. To use the catcher, pull 
the wire loop down as far as it will 
come, slip it over the hog’s nose when 
de opensshis mouth, and pull up on the 
loop at the handle.

If he bas bad luck with his hogs 
and chickens or the dairy he still has 
an assured income from many other 
sources.

“Oil protects the harness from water 
and all kinds of weather and makes ft 
more pliable,” said Dr. McCampbell.
